ment, and where, as there is no regular staff to look 
after them, they must, in great measure, be entrusted 
to the care of ordinary prisoners. 
Private Lunatic Asylums are found to be a profit- 
able speculation. It is not pretended that these 
Asylums ere undertaken from the sole influence of 
philanthropy. It is convenient often to those who 
are willing enough to undertake the management of 
a man's property, though not of his person, to con- 
sign him to an Asylum, where it must be the interest 
of the Manager to retain him. The Manager of a 
Private Asylum gains an annual stipend from every 
lanatic committed to his charge. He loses that the 
moment the lunatic is cured, To force any man to 
enter into a conflict with his pecuniary interest is to 
institute too great a trial for poor human nature. 
Our deliberate opinion is, that no Private Lunatic 
Asylums should be tolerated. Government officers 
alone, who could derive no interest from the im- 
proper detention of a lunatie, should have the charge 
of the insane. Under Government control, every 
ityprovemeht in treatment---every amelioration of 
their condition---the fullest responsibility, and the 
most skilful Physicians can be provided for the 
insane. Lunacy can be cured if taken in 
its earlier stages, but the expense of a 
Private Lunatic Asylum often prevents that 
prompt and immediate attention which is 
required. Were there no Private Asylums 
permitted to exist, the friends of a lunatic would, on 
the first appearance of insanity, either undertake his 
treatment at home, or send him to the Government 
Asylums, where he would reteive the most admirable 
treatment at comparatively small expense. 


Asylumsare filled with the wrecks of human intellect, 
and of the dignity and happiness of man. All that 
rank, wealth, grace, and loveliness can bestew, is im- 
mured far ftom the company of friends, or the care 
Of relatives. Like leprosy of old, a touch of insanity, 
or the name of it, at once degrades a man from his 
very nature, and classifies him with the brnte.

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The Times on the Present System of Musketry 


Instruction at Hythe:--- 

All the old features of philosophical teaching are 
reproduced in the proceedings of our new schoolmen 
at Hythe. Musketry is not only a science, but, like 
other sciences, it is passing through its regular phases 
of systems and reforms. General Hay has already 
condemned one method of instruction, and for the last 
six months our soldiers have been taught to shoot on 
an entirely new system, bearing, perhaps, the same 
relation to the old one that the principles of Coper- 
nicus did to those of Descartes, or the scheme of 
Dr. Lancaster to that of his predecessors in ano- 
ther branch of national education. The new method, 
according to the description given of it in the offi- 
cial report which we yesterday published, possesses the 
decided advantages of being both more expeditious and 
more accurate than that which has been disused. Men 
are carried through their training more rapidly, and are 
tried by less fallible tests. The capacities, too, ot the 
competing scholars are now gauged with greater success, 
and candidates are assignei to the particular classes in 
which their faculties can be turned to the best account. 
Asa general result, we are told that the performances 
were most satisfactory, and, indeed, there is every reason 
to believe that the rifle will soon become a highly natu- 
ral weapon in British hands. 

The revolution, however, in practice as well as princi- 
ples, has been enormous. What would our ancestors 
have thought if they had been told, as General Hay as- 
sures us, that in learning to shoot there is no necessity 
for having a charge in the gun, and that, in point of fact, 
such an appendage to the instrument is rather a disad- 
vantage? Yet this is what things have come to. ‘The 
theory that a musket be properly held before it will kill 
is, of course, neither more nor less than the old view uf 
the subject; but whereas the practice in former days was 
entirely empirical it is now almost wholly mechanical. 
Fifty years ago few people taught themselves to 
shoot except regular sportsmen, and these went 
to work by the eye alone. If a man had a good eye, he 
acquired the use, notof guns in general, but of his own 
gun, and by dint of incessant practice he at length un- 
derstood how far this particular weapon would carry, 
and how he must adjustits aim. When his shots went 
to the right or left of the object, his own observation, or 
that of the keeper by his side, showed him his error, and 
he allowed for it to more or less purpose next time. 
That was the system under which some men became 
pretty good shots. Many a man never could learn by 
any amount of practice, while, as to our soldiers, they 
were not taught at all. 

At present the theory is, that every man can so hold 
the improved gun, or rifle, as to send its bullet with al- 
most Ir certainty to the mark. This assumption 
proceeds on the ascertained path of a rifle ball in ae- 
corlance with the direction and ele vation of the instru- 
ment and the distance of the object. The chief function 
of the eye, therefore, is in “ judging distances,” which is 
is one of the principal exercises uf the Hythe School. Any 
man, whether in town or country, may give himself 
this kind of training with the greatest ease. Let 
him in his walks mark any object ahead of him, 
and guess in his own mind whether his distance 
from it is 50, 100, or 150 yards or paces. After 
this let him count his steps till he reaches it, and 
he will soon find whether he can judge distances or 
not. Of enurse, the method is rather a rough one, but 
it is not a bad experiment. At Hythe the thing is done 
much more scientifically. Even the measuring chain 
formerly in use has been discarded, as General Hay now 
tells us, in favour of a more accurate instrument, and 
he alludes to this change as explaining the fact that the 
proficiency of his scholars in the exercise referred to 
has apparently fallen off a little—the truth being, not 
that the men are less skilful, but that their skill is 
more severely tested. When the distance between the 
rifle and the mark has been fairly judged the proper 
direction of the instrument can be determined by the 
aid of a “sight,” and the weapon must be adjusted to

himself to the censure of the Minister of the Interior for 
finding fault with the “liberal tendencies” of the Ami 
with respect to England, for not many days have 
elapsed since the publication of the Minister’s circular*to 
the Prefects, reco mending that same moderation and 
impartiality to the press which the fiery Procureur 
finds fault with in the Ami de la Religion. I would not 
willingly be the cause of stopping M. Genreau’s advance- 
ment, but I cannot help alluding to this disregard of the 

Ministerial injunctions, even at the risk of his getting a 

mauraise note. In other respects the Procureur had a 

full fling at the unfortunate Ami de la Religicn ; he 

Sranded the supposed malice, the bad faith, the im- 

posture, &c., attributed to all concerned, and even to 

those who pleaded ignorance of the contents of the 
letter. 

But if M. Genreau was terrible in his invective 
against the accused, who had no chance of escape, he 
was glorious in his eulogy of the Emperor. He en- 
larged on the virtues, the policy, and the genius in war 
as in peace, of the Imperial Government; and, in his 
view, the late campaign in Italy surpassed all that is on 
record anywhere. 

The qualities which have characterised the Emperor, 
in governmeut and in war, no one disputes; they can 
énly suffer in public enthusiasm by such indiscreet eulo- 
gists as the Procureur. This fault might be advan- 
tageously amended. ‘There is a still greater fault, on 
which one might say, like Hamlet to the players —“ Oh, 
reform it. altogether.” I mean the practice of these 
petty prosecutions against an unfortunate newspaper; 
and in the present case a single word in the official 
journal of Paris, and if necessary, in that of Turin, 
would have sufficed. The Amie de la Religion was 
clearly imposed upon. The editor will expiate*this un- 
intentional fault by a three months’ imprisonment, and 
will pay his £40 to the Treasury; but his paper will be 
read by many who have never yet seen, or perhaps 
heard of it. 

I have received the following letter from Pesth, dated 
Decemher 4:— . 

“The Austrian government has made its semi-official 
organs, ths Prague Gweetle, the Agram Gaette tutei 
quanti, attack with considerable violence the letters 
which I have occasionally addressed to you. These at- 
tacks prove that the ‘cry of anguish’ of the Hungarian 
populations, to which I alluded, has created such a sensa- 
tion in Europe as to alarm serionsly the Austrian govern- 
ment. 

“ The semi-official Gazettes, though loud in their abuse 
make no attempt to refute anything I have said in my 
letters, It would. in truth, not be easy for them to 
do so, seeing that I have said nothing that is not 
strictly true, and have drawn no conclusion from facts 
thatis not strictly warranted. But these good journals 
charitably advise me, instead of pointing out what 
is wrong in Hungary, to inform the Times, and through 
it Englaud, that Hungary has derived immense advantages 
from her union with Austria.’ Iwould wilingly,state those 
advantages if I knew what they were; but, though long 
intimately acquainted with Hungary, I have never been 
uble to discover them. What,on the contrary, I have 
scen is, that instead of conferring advantages, Austria 
has subjected Hungary to great evils. She, in the first 
place dismembered her—since she has detached Transyl- 
vania, has separated Croatia and Sclavonia, and has 
wrested from her some of the best Comitats, in order to 
form the Servian Voivodina. Austria has, in the second 
— surpassed the Diet, which, like the Parliament of 

‘ngland, was charged with the destinies of the country, 
and has destroyed the provincial and municipal govern- 
ments, which for centuries constituted the glory and the 
strength of the land; nay more, she has laboured to sup- 
press altogether Hungarian nationality, by Germanizing 
the country per fas et nefas. 

“ But, say the Austrian organs, Hungary has derived 
udvantages from the Bach-Schwarzenberg, policy, the 
object of which is to make Austria, though an amalga- 
mation of different States, a great united Monarchy, 
absolutist and centralist. Even if any advantages had 
flown from this policy, they would have been of a purely 
material kind, and therefore would not be a sufficient 
compensation for dismemberment and the loss of liberty. 

Hungary, which is as noble and generous a nation as any 

on earth, has assuredly not fallen so low as, in return 

-* for material advantages, and the power of worshipping 
the golden calf, to forget what she has always esteemed 
in the highest degree, even more than the lives of her, 
children—namely, the preservation of her nationality 
the integrity of the territory conquered and defended 
by her blood and money, her time-honoured political, 

institutions, her provincial and municipal independence. 

But, in a point of fact, not even material advantages 

have been gained by Hungary. The material progress 

she has made during the last 10 years 
is not owing to anything done by Austria, 
but to the circumstances that she has shared in the 
general progress which has taken place in all Europe 

—and, above all, to the Diet of 1848 having enfran- 

chised the peasants, proclaimed the equality of all citi- 

zens before the law, and adopted other liberal measures. 

Indeed, the material progress of Hungary would have 

been far greater had not the Austrian Government 

though fit to embarrass itin every way. This Govern- 
ment has, for example, more than doubled the taxes 
within the last 10 years, and the consequence is that 

‘taxation is now so heavy that landowners, great 

and small, abandon the cultivation on the letting of en- 

tireestates, from the simple reason that they cannot derive 
enough profit for them to satisfy the demand of the tax 
collector. The Government has, besides, by its de- 
plorable financial administration, and by its scandalous 
waste of the public money, burdened Hungay with- 
debt,though ten years ago she had none, and has drained 
ed away all her excellent metallic currency, substituting 
for it a vile paper money, which canses heavy loss in 
dealings with foreiga countries, and which entirely de- 
stroys credit at home. Hungary, in short, has been sub 
jected to all manner, of spoliations—national territorial” 
political and financial. And yet the semi-officlal organ“ 
of the Viennese Cabinet at Prague, Agram, and other

The Lonp Maror-elect. 
One of the Hon. Secretaries, Mr. Greene, having 
read the advertisement convening the meeting, 
The Chairman briefly explained the object of the 
meeting, which, he said, was to consider the prudence 
of leasing the Waterford and Limerick Railway to the 
Great Southern and Western Company for a term of 
three years. As it was desirable that the shareholders 
should be put in possession of the exact nature of the 
proposal made to the Waterford and Limerick Com- 
pany, and of the ition in which the negociations 
at present stood. He would call upon Dr. Gray to in- 
form the meeting of the fact which had come to his 
knowledge on the Subject. 
Dr. Gray said that a negociation had been opened with 
the Great Southern and Western Company by certain 
shareholders, who were anxious to get some interest for 
the money they had so long and so unprofitably invest- 
ed in this line, for the purpose of seeing w , on 
similar terms to those proposed last year, they could 
get the Great Southern Company to undertake the 
management of the Waterford and Limerick line. 
After some preliminary matters had been arranged, a 
definite offer was made by the Great Southern and 
Western Company to this effect—that for the first year 
they would give | per cent,; for the second year two 
per cent.; and for the third year two per cent., but with 
a guarantee of a perpetual charge of three per cent. to 
be paid to the original shareholders of the Waterford 
and Limerick Company, and undertaking, at the same 
time, all the liabilities, and the payment of the preferen- 
tial shares. ‘This offer was communicated by Sir Ed- 
ward M‘Donnell, to the secretary of the Waterford and 
Limerick line, and after it had been discussed 
at two meetings of the directors, a resolution was 
adopted by a majority of the board, in which it 
was stated tu the Great Southern and Western 
Company that if they amended their offer by 
giving 2 per cent. in place ot 1 per cent. the 
first year, and by allowing the 3 per cent. to come into 
operation in the third, in place of at the beginning of 
the fourth year, they would recommend it to the share- 
holders for adoption. The difference between the offer 
made by the Great Southern and Western Company 
and the amended acceptance of it by the directors was 
about £10,000, spread over a period of three years. 
On the day previous a meeting of the board of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway Company had 
been held, for the purpose of considering the counter- 
offer of this company, and he had officially ascertained 
that that offer was rejected. He perceived that some mis- 
understanding existed in Waterford, with respect tothe 
terms of the arrangement which was proposed. Some par- 
ties conceived that the proposition was a base fora definite 
period. The effect of such an arrangement as that 
would be that the Great Southern and Western 
Company might work the line for a certain period, 
and in the end hand it back to the proprietors 
in a damaged condition, when they would have to ex- 
pend more money on repairs than they had in the mean- 
time received for interest. That was not the propo- 
sition made by the Great Southern and Western Com- 
pany, the proposed contract being for a perpetual 
lease, with a perpetual guarantee for 3 per cent. 
interest. It seemed, also, to be the impression in 
Waterford that this project was based on a desire 
to divert the traffic from Waterford to the other 
portions of the Great Southern and Western line, 
and to thereby injure the port of Waterford. 
It was right to state that one of the preliminary con- 
ditions entered into by the Great Southern and Wes- 
tern Company was, that the rights and interests of the 
port of Waterford should be duly protected in any ar- 
rangement that was made. (Hear, hear.) He (Dr. 
Gray) being anxious that all parties interested in this 
matter should have an opportunity of fairly expressing 
their views, took the trouble of communicating to those 
who were most interested in the developement of the 
trade of the Port of Waterford the fact that this ar- 
rangement was proposed, and asking their co-operation. 
So far, therefore, from there being a desire to interfere 
with the due interests of Waterford, every step was 
taken to prevent the possibility of the interests of that 
city being interfered with, and he was bound to say 
that every suggestion on this subject made to the 
Great Southern and Western Company was received 
by them in the most kind and frank spirit, and they 
undertook that every guarantee should be given for the 
protection of the rights and interests of the legitimate 
traffic of the port of Waterford (Hear, hear). A commu- 
nication was addressed to the Messrs. Ford and Jackson, 
who had a line of steamers trading from the port of 
Waterford to Milford Haven, and also to the South 
Wales Company, who were also interested in the traffic 
which passed through Waterford and across to Milford 
Haven, and along their line to London. It was not ne- 
cessary to communicate with the Messrs. Malcolmson,as 
they were large shareholders, and on the directory, and 
were, therefore, cognisant of the state of affairs. With 
reference to the present state of the negociations, the 
offer made by the Waterford and Limerick line, in the 
amended form he had stated, was rejected ; but he (Dr. 
Gray) was in a position to state that the Great Southern 
and Western Company were still prepared to stand to 
their original offer, and it was now for the shareholders 
to say whether they would accept it, or to make such 
suggestions as would bring the two companies into terms 
when there was only this comparatively trifling sum of 
£10,000 in dispute. ( Hear, hear). 
Mr. Corcoran, in proposing the first resolution, said 
that he happened to know the ition in which the 
negociations stood, and he believed they had been fairly 
and fully stated by Dr. Gray. It could not now be 
alleged that there was any design to injure the port of 
Waterford, by accepting the proposal made to them by 
the Great Southern and Western Company, as every 
step had been taken to protect and secure the interests 
of that port, and of those connected with it. (Hear, 
hear.) The resolution he had the pleasure of proposing, 
was tothe effect that that meeting, having maturely con- 
sidered the past history and present j rospects of the 
Waterford and Limerick Company, considered the 
time had arrived when it would be for the interests of 
the independent shareholders to promote an amalgama- 
tion of the line, by way of lease, or otherwise, with the 
Great Southern and Western Company. 
Mr. Barry seconded the resolution. 
Mr. Smith, while he admitted that Dr. Gray had fairly 
stated the negociations, thought he had made a great 
omission. He should have told them something of the pre- 
sent prospects of the Waterford and Limerick Railway 
Company. He should have explained to them why it was 
that now, with increased receipts and the prospect of 
greatly increasing receipts, they were to accept less 
terms from the Great Southern and Western Company 
than they had offered that time twelve months. 
Dr. Gray said Mr. Smith was under a misapprehen- 
sion on th int. The terms offered last year were 
2} per cent. in perpetuity, whereas the terms offered 
this year were 3 per cent. in ity. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Smith was obliged to Dr. Gray for his correction, 
but he begged to say that the offer in 1858 was 1 per cent. 
in 1860, 14 per cent. in 1861, and 2 per cent. in 1862, 
with a power of redemption, by giving £25 stock of the 
Great Southern and Western Company each £50 
share of the Waterford and Limerick Company. There 
was no offer of redemption in the present case, but the

not make the ofler they had made if they did not expect 
to profit by it. (Hear, hear.) 

Chairman then pu; the resolution, which he de- 
clared carried. 

Dr. Peebles agreed with Mr. Smith, that they would 
beacting very foolishly to give up a now prosperous 
concern to the Great Southern and Western Company. 
They were good judges of its value, and therefore they 
made their present proposition. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Gray said that, notwithstanding the resolution had 
been put and carried, he threw himself on the courtesy 
of the meeting to make a few observations. He held 
some preference shares, but he would be very sorry to 
allow the 6 per cent, he received to stand between him 
and justice to the shareholders who got nothing. (Hear, 
hear.) The old shareholders had been for 15 years 
waiting for the good time coming, but, though the little 
bird was singing from Waterford that that good time 
was coming, it had never come. If this company was 
leased to the Great Southern and Western Company, the 
preference shareholders who were now receiving 1 per 
cent. would cease to get that, and the shareholders 
who held original stock would have a 
portion of this 6 per cent. distributed amongst them 
in the shape of a 3 per cent. perpetual annuity. 
(Hear, hear.) It was true that the company did declare 
a dividend at the rate of 1 per cent. at their last 
half-yearly meeting ; but he asserted that they should 
not have declared that dividend, because, according to 
their own statement, they were actually £18,000 in 
debt. By the Act of Parliament under which the 
company was authorised to issue preference shares, 
the board of directors could not pay any dividend upon 
them until they had firet declared a dividend on the 
original stock; and, in order to allow the money that 
legitimately belonged to the shareholders to be paid to 
the preference shareholders, who were now so unani- 
mously opposing this proceeding, they had declared a no- 
minal dividend of 28. Cd. a share. (Hear.) They had at 
this momenta bill before Parliament to enable them to 
do what—to curtail the expenses—to cut down the 
6 per cents. and 5 per cents., and give some portion 
of the money so saved to the shareholders? No, but to 
enable them to borrow more money upon preference 
shares, and to obtain an independent loan of £60,000. 
(Hear, hear.) Was this a state of things to be tolerated? 
Was it a state of thingsfrom which it was reasonable to 
hope that they wculd receive a substantial and con- 
tinuing dividend? (No, no.) With regard to the ob- 
servations of Mr. Smith, that there was no redemption 
in the present offer from the Great Southern and 
Western Company, he begged to call attention 
to the fact that their stock had risen to £28 in con- 
sequence of the real, substantial value imparted to it by 
even the present prospect of getting 3 per cent. gua 
ranteed on it. (Hear, hear.) If he consulted his own in- 
terest he would allow the matters to stand as they were; 
but, as a public man, he did not think he would be act- 
ing fairly if he did not at once sacrifice his preference 
shares in order to benefit the general shareholders, and 
go in the same boat with them. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Smith begged to say that if former directors were 
wrong in declaring a dividend, the Dublin directors had 
also committed the same error. 

Dr. Peebles remarked that he believed the present 
rise in the stock of the company was attributable to the 
reported prosperity of the company, and not to the 
cause assumed by Dr. Gray. 

Mr. Fox said that the last dividend declared by the 


year, and the new directors were not, therefore, opened 
to the allegation that they had followed the example of 
their predecessors (Hear, hear.) He believed that there 
was no necessity for leasing this line as had been 
proposed. If it had been properly managed, and he be- 
lieved the Dublin shareholders could pay proper attention 
to it, and if the board meetings were held in Dublin in 
place of Waterford, he would resist amalgamation with 
any company (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. O’ Brien considered it expedient to close at once 
with the Great Southern and Western Company, lest 
they might see reasons to withdraw their offer, in which 
event the line would be again thrown on local manage- 
ment, which had proved soruinous. (Hear, hear.) 

The Chairman again put the resolution, which was 
carried—there being a few dissentients. 

Mr. W. F. Greene proposed the next resolution, which 
expressed regret that the Great Southern and Western 
Company had refused to accede to the slight modifica- 
tion of the proposal for the leasing of the line, and re- 
quested the chairman of that company to proceed with 
the proposed bill, and have it lodged in proper time, in 
order that the shareholders might have an opportunity 
of considering the whole subject, with the view, if pos- 
sible, of amicably adjusting the small sum in dispute 
between thetwo companies. 

Mr. F. H. Kelly, as a preference shareholder, 
seconded the resolution, because he believed, unless the 
line was leased, the original shareholders would never 
gctashilling. (Hear, hear). 

The resolution was then put, and carried almost 
unanimously. 

A committee of 19 gentlemen was then named, with 
power to add to their numbers, for the purpose of car- 
rying out the object of the mecting. 

Mr. N. Lalor observed that the committee should at 
once, if they thought it advisable, call on the Water- 
ford and Limerick Board to convene a special general 
meeting of the shareholders, to decide on this question. 
On the motion of Mr. Kelly, the Lord Mayor-elect 
vacated the chair, and Mr. F. O’Brien being called 
thereto, a vote of thanks was passed to the prior chair- 
man, and the proceedings terminated.

Un the following day it was notified tothe respondent that 
the barque had been disposed of, and the petitioner now con- 
tended that from the moment of sale, the earnings of the 
vessel became the property of the purchaser. The transfer 
having been duly recorded in Liverpool, the petitioner 
became the legal owner, and an —— was made 
by him for payment of the freight. but no decision 
was made upon the motion. The claim of the National Bank, 
which was founded on an assignment from Jones, was aban- 
doned by them, and the question was, in fact, between the 
itioner, as the trustee of Delahunty, and the respondent. 
The case made by Mr. Merrick was, that he had a claim as 
equitable mortgagee, and that notice of sale had been too 
short, two days baving only intervened. * 

Counsel for the petitioner contended that no cross pet it ion 
had been filed to set aside the sale, and that his client had a 
statutable title to the vessel. The answer stated the barque 
to have been worth £2,000 and the freight £700, notwith- 
standing which both had been sold for £500. 

Mr. Merrick stated he would have given £1,500. 

Counsel for the petitioner relied on his right as prior 
mortagee, and contended that no person was entitled to the 
freight in derogation of the claim of the party deriving under 
the mortgagor. si

(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Special Jury.) 
THE NEWRY ELECTION, 

M'‘Lester v. Fegan 

The hearing of this case, which was an action to recover 
penalties under the Corrupt Practices Act, for the alleged 
bribery of a man named M'Clory, at the last election for 
the borough of Newry, was resumed at the sitting of 
the court. Thedefendant was chief clerk to a gentleman 
named Henry, the agent for the Kilmurry estate, and M‘Clory 
a voter of the borough, alleged that at the instance of Mr. 
Fegan he was promised £40 to vote, if required, for Mr. Peter 
Quin, the present representative of the borough, or refrain 
from voting, as might be required. 

Mr. Whiteside, Q.C., on a previous day, as reported in this 
paper, denounced the action, which was one of many got up 
for the purpose of fishing out evidence to support an election 
petition against Mr. Quin, a gentleman who was returned 
by a large majority. 

Mr. bad Fegan, the deſendant, examined by Mr. 
Macdonough, Q.C.—I am the defendant in the present action, 
and I may say I do not know the plaintiff, Hugh 
M‘Lester, but I do know John M'‘Clory, and have 
known him since 1852, when he resided outside 
Newry; M'‘Clory stated to me that in consequence 
of something which had occurred at the county election of 
1852, he came to reside in the town of Newry ; I assisted him 
in getting a house inthe town, and also procured for him a 
small town park which became vacant on Lord Kilmurry’s 
property; he told me that his father had voted for the Con- 
servative candidate, at the County of Down election, and 
that he had, in consequence, incurred the hestility of his 
neighbours ; he also told me that, in return for my kind- 
ness to him, he would give bis vote to whoever 
I wished ; that was in 1857; I procured him assistance when 
his crops were seized in 1858; he went to America in that 
year, and on his return, finding that he had been ejected, I 
succeeded in getting him paid money for his equity of re- 
demption ; shortly after this 1 had a visit from him, at my re- 
sidence, a little outside the town of Newry; he spoke about 
America, and of his brother, whom he said was a Protestant 
clergyman, and who intended to come to Newry to preach 
in St. Mary's Church; that occurred long before the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament; I do not think there was any second visit 
to my house before the letter of the 21st April, 1859; I 
accompanied Mr. Quin and his committee on the canvas, and 
in the course of it called at M‘Clory’s house; I have never 
reevived any money for my services at elections; on the 
evening of the 22nd April, M‘Olory called at my house; 
[ brought him into my parlour and gave him a 
cup of tea, and I think a glass of punch; I did 
not say to him there would be money going at the election, 
nor that the Conservatives would have the Government 
money this time, as the Radicals had it the last time; I 
did not tell him that Mr. Quin would be able to do anything 
for him about land; he did not say he would rather have 
money than land: I asked him was he going to remain in 
Newry and carry on his business there; he said he 
did not know until his brother came over, 
and that he should get himself clear of his debts, either by 
the Bankruptcy or Insolvency Court; I told him that if he 
were going to remain in Newry, that I would advise him to 
vote for his own party (the Radical party), as he had suffered 
for not voting for them at the previous election ; that is the 
substance of the conversation that passed between us; I know 
aman named Hamilton, who keeps a public-house; he is a 
Conservative, and I saw M‘Clory in Hamilton's house after 
I wrote the letter; I did not say that “I could not be a di- 
rect agent myself, but that I would be responsible for what- 
ever arrangement Donaldson made,” nor words to that effect; 
I never told him that I authorised Henry Wright to make any 
offer of £40, nor did he ask me any question in reference to 
it; there is not one word of truth in it; I never authorised 
Donaldson or any other person to make an offer of 
money to him; after the election he never ap- 
plied to me for any sum of money; there is not one 
word of truth in what M‘Clory stated with respect to con 
versations with me after the election; I received letters from 
him from Armagh Jail where he was confined for debt; T 
never, at that election or any other election, authorised, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any person on my behalf to offer an 
money to influence the vote of any elvctor; I remaine 
in the office of agent of the Kilmurry estates until Ist 
October ; I now hold the office of secretary to the Newry 
Water Works Company; and I am now agent for some 
lands and houses in the neighbourhood of the town: in ac- 
cordance with the wish of M‘Clory I sent a young man in 
my employment to Liverpool to serve notices of his insol- 
vency; Í was served with a summons and plaint in October, 
1859, and that was the first time I knew that I was charged 
with bribery; 1 bave not seen M‘Clory from the 22d of 
April, until this morning. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Armstrong, ().C.—Mr. Henry was 
agent of the Kilmurry estate, and has been so since the year 
1823; I was altogether 30 vears in that office; the 
town of Newry is all in the Kilmurry property, except 
a small portion belonging to the Marquis of Downshire; 
I did not see the Marquis after the dissolution of Parliament; 
the trustees of Lord Kilmurry's estate always gave their 
support to the Conservative candidate, and the agent and 
myself always took an interest in contested elections; I do 
think there were men bribed in the borough of Newry, 
but I do not know that men were promised money and not 
paid it; I had a great regard for M‘Clory, and he was a very 
res ble man when I became acquainted with him, at 
which time he bought butter and eggs and sold them ; the ma- 
jerity at the election of 1857, when Mr. Kirk got in, was about

This is a clear thing, and 
of course, my learned friend will exercise his discretion. — 

The Chief Justice—It is quite fair of you to give him 
notice. 

Mr. Armstrong—Of course, my lord, it is only fair. After 
the intimation of the juror it may be said upon the other side 
that they did not consider they were required to go further 
in the case. I do not see any reason why M‘Clory should not 
be believed as well as Mr. Fegan. 

Mr. Macdonough said that would depend upon the general 
sense of the jury whether they were satisfied with that gen- 
tleman or not. 

Mr. Armstrong said he did not complain of any gentleman 
of the jury making an intimation of his opinion; at the same 
time he thought it better not to interrupt the progress of a 
case by a declaration of opinion before it was half heard. 

Chief Justice—You can scarcely say it is only half heard. 

Mr. Armstrong said, if Mr. White was appointed by the 
other jurors to express their opinion, he (Mr. Armstrong) 
had a discretion which he would consider the exercise of. 

A Juror— Most certainly not. We have not had any com- 
munication with Mr. White. 

Mr. Armstrong—That is right, gentlemen. He knew he 
was addressing a jury willing to hear both sides, and he was 
quite sure his learned friend, Mr. Macdonough, would not 
attempt to carry the case by a manauvre. 

Mr. Macdonough then addressed the jury for the defence, 

and Mr. Armstrong having replied, 
& The Chief Justice charged the jury, and said that one or other 
of the parties in the case must be a perjurer, and the question 
for the jury to consider was, which of them they were to be- 
lieve, as there was no alternative. In cases where the evidence 
was so conflicting it was of great importance if the jury 
could be assisted in arriving at a proper conclusion by the 
statement of some legal principle consonant with common 
sense and justice. In order to endeavour to give them that 
assistance, he should begin by calling their attention to the 
charge made by the plainti against the defendant. The 
charge against him was that he had been guilty of bribery, 
and the nature of the offeace was such as not only subjected 
the defendant to a criminal prosecution for a misdemeanour, 
but also subjected him to a penalty of £100. It was of a 
serious nature, and, therefore, in common with every other 
crime imputed to man, the presumption of law was that he 
was innocent, and it was for those who would make him 
otherwise to prove his guilt. The plaintiff in the present 
case stood in the position of a participator in the guilt he 
imputed to others, and the law in its wisdom and 
justice required that there should be something to turn 
the scale between the parties. It was perfectly true if 
the defendant in the present case had not come forward, 
and undergone the severest cross-examination he could be 
subjected to,the jury would be entitled to say that the absence 
of (the man who could have contradicted the plaintiff, would 
amount toa corroboration of him, although the plaintiff 
standing by himself uncorroborated, might not be entitled, 
to the credit of the jury, though they might give him their 
credit. In point of law it was always told to ajury, that a 
participator in crime was not so entitled to the verdict of a 
jury, although they might give itto him, as to make it a 
wholesome or sound administraticn of law or justice to find 
aman guilty on the uncorroborated testimony of the par- 
ticipator in the crime. Ihe question for the jury in the present 
case was, which of the parties they would believe. 

The Jury unanimously found a verdict for the defendant 

upon all the issues. 

The Plaintiff's Counsel then handed some exceptions to the 
charge. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Saturpay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron and a Common Jury.) 
James M'Auley v. Morris Flanagan. 

Mr. Macdonough, . C., Mr. Brereton, Q.C., and Mr. Carr, 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Kernan and Mr. Pallas 
for the defendant. 

It was an action for allezed slander. Damages were laid 
at £100. The plaintiff was a farmer and postmaster, living in 
Ratoath, in the county Meath. ‘The circumstances under 
which the cause of action arose are these :—It appears that 
in the month of April, 1859, the plaintiff was negociating the 
sale of a heifer with the defendant, who was likewise a farmer, 
residing at Castleknock, county Dublin, and on that occasion 
the defamatory words complained of were used. ‘The heifer 
was sold for £13, and after the sale, which plaintiff 
alleged was unconditional, and without warrant, the 
defendant instituted proceedings for the purpose of 
recovering against the plaintiff, on the ground 
that the animal had been engaged to him without calf, whereas 
it subsequently turned out that such was not the case. Sub- 
sequently the parties met at Smithfield market, where the 
detendant, after the plaintiff had had a conversation with him 
and gone away, charged him with breach of warranty, and 
said he (James M‘Auley) was the most d le scoundrel 
and common robber that ever came across him.” This was 
— several times in the open market, and in presence of 
a large crowd of persons. Shortly after the plaintiff became 
aware that these derogatory expressions had been made use 
ot in reference to him, and he informed the defendant that, 
sooner than take proceedings, he was willing to accept an 
apology with a retraction of the words. Counsel stated that as 
a proof, that the present action had not been instituted for mali- 
cious purposes, the plaintiff, was at that moment ready to 
abide by his former off>r, should the defendant come forward 
and apologise’ 

James M‘Auley, the plaintiff examined by Mr. Carr. He 
remembered the occasion of the sale of the heifer to the de- 
fendant ; there was no warrant given; she was in calf, anl 
any one could have perceived it; recollects on the 23rd June; 
being at Smithfield market, and meeting the defendant, who 
immediately asked witness how he happened to sell him a 
heifer in calf; witness told him he had not given any guarantee 
he was then processed by defendant, whose suit was dis- 
missed; had left Sinithfield market previous to the using of 
the words. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kernan, Q.C.—Is in the habit of 
dealing in Smithfield; does not attend there every day; at- 
tends to his post-office; has two or three farms. 

Mr. Kernan, Q.C., opened the defendant's case. He said 
the case of the plaintiff had completely fallen to the ground, 
as there had not been any direct evidence of the using of 
the words in the summons and plaint. When Mr. Flanagan 
received the plaintiff's letter he wrote a reply, stating his 
willingness to withdraw anything he said, but his offer 
would not be accepted, unless en the ground of his (defen- 
dant’s) staying all proceedings with reference to the process 
against M‘Auley for the alleged breach of warranty. This 
the defendant refused to comply with, conceiving hehad a 
right to recover against him, as the heifer was falsely war- 
ranted. ‘Ihe process was, doubtless, dismissed, but, if 80, it 
was without prejudice. 

Mr. Flanagan, the deſendant, was then examined by Mr. 
Pallas—He stated that he had purchased the heiter with a 
distinct warrant that she was not in calf, the fact Leing 
otherwise ; when he met the plaintiff at Smithfield, he (plain-
